DUN S REVIEW OF TRADE GIVES 
BIG FIGURES 


All Records Are Running Behind Last 
Year's —Failures 
Decrease —Brad* 
street's Says Home Trade 
Has 
Shown No 
Noticeable Improve­ 
ment 
New York, Nov. 27.—R. G. D u n a 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
“The heavy exports of wheat, with 
the renewed advance in price, is th* 
most interesting and important featuri 
of the vreek’s events. 
Since August, 
when the extent of the foreign de 
flciency became realized, exports hav« 
been 
larger than in corresponding 
weeks of any previous year. The cot­ 
ton exports also have become very 
heavy, and the outgo of corn falls but 
little below last year’s unprecedented 
record, while in exports of manufactur­ 
ing products, especially machinery, all 
records for the season have been sur­ 
passed. Meanwhile imports are run­ 
ning behind last year’s at New York 
nearly $2,000,000 this month, so that 
another excess of exports over imports 
amounting to about $60,000,000 for the 
month is probable. 
But this would 
make an excess of about $225,000,000 in 
four months. 
“Western receipts of wheat are ot 
enormous magnitude in four weeks, be­ 
ing 27,072,104 bushels, against 9,214,883 
bushel!? in the same four weeks last 
year. Cotton declined to 5.81 cents, tlu 
lowest point for many years. The iron 
industry shows no decrease in produc­ 
tion or consumption of pig, but with 
much reduced orders for products ex­ 
cess of production is expected. In bars 
agricultural and railway manufactur­ 
ing causes a heavy demand at Chicago 
iron being preferred to steel. 
Th! 
woolen manufacture is still consuming 
heavily in execution of past orders anu 
many agents are sold so far ahead that 
they seek no further business. Some 
reduction in prices of wool appears. 
“Failures for the week have been 284 
in the United States, against 300 last 
year, and 25 in Canada, against 38 last 
year.” 
Bradstreet’s says: 
“Notwithstanding the appearance oi 
a demand for holiday specialties at 
some points in the south, at Chicago, 
St. Louis and in regions tributary 
thereto, general trade throughout the 
country has shown no general im­ 
provement this week. Most favorable 
reports are from the territory west oi 
the Mississippi river and north of Mis­ 
souri and Kansas, where colder weathei 
has stimulated demand at the interior, 
and countiy merchants have been buy­ 
ing with comparative freedom. 
“The eastern cotton goods industry 
continues depressed. 
Lines reporting 
seasonable distribution are manufac­ 
turers of woolens, clothing, shoes and 
jobbers of fancy groceries. A favor­ 
able feature is found in advances in 
wages of operatives in various indus­ 
trial lines. 
“Wheat exports, affected almost en­ 
tirely by the holiday, show a consider­ 
able decrease from last week’s total 
The aggregate exports of wheat (dom 
included as wheat) from both coasts 
of the United States and from Canada 
this week are 5,465,153 bushels, against 
6,653,000 bushels last week. Corn ex­ 
ports also would have been larger but 
for this reason, amounting to 2,869,000 
bushels, against 3,309,000 bushels last 
week.”

An important witness Friday

John Gotha, a barber to whom Thorn 
is alleged to have made a confession 
soon after the murder. His testimony 
agreed substantially with the account 
printed last summer and strongly cor­ 
roborated Mrs. Nack’s confession. 


RUSSIA’S HAND IS SEEN. 


China Refuses to Discuss Gorman De­ 
mand for Indemnity. 
London, Nov. 27.—China has refused 
to discuss Germany’s demands for in­ 
demnity 
for 
the

sionaries, according to advices from 
Pekin, via Shanghai, until the German 
forces leave the soil of China. 
Ger­ 
many has refused to evacuate Kiao- 
Ohou bay until the indemnity ques­ 
tion is settled. The result is a dead­ 
lock, with considerable probability of 
actual war between Germany and 
China. 
It is believed here that China’s firm 
attitude is the result of an intimation 
that she will have the backing of Rus­ 
sia whenever necessary. If the gen­ 
erally accepted versions of the Cassini 
treaty are correct, Russia already has 
a mortgage on Kiao-Chou bay, and 
hence is not likely to regard German 
aggression there with patience.

NEW BOND FOR MAIL CARRIERS 


O n ly K ecogn ized C om panies W ill iii Future 
B e T aken as Sureties. 
After Jan. I, every letter carrier in 
the government service will have to 
give bond for I 1,OOO, secured by a 
recognized surety or indemnity com­ 
pany, to protect 
the 
government 
against loss. 
Though a bond in this 
sum is now required of letter carriers, 
they are permitted to have as sureties 
any reputable citizens who can qualify 
for the amount of the bond. 
A recent investigation by The de­ 
partm ent showed that a large propor­ 
tion of the bonds of letter carriers 
were 
worthless. 
The difficulty of 
keeping the bonds good and collectible 
has been so great that it has been de­ 
cided to accept none hereafter unless 
signed by recognized corporations who 
make a business of bonding trusted 
officials. 
Carriers already bonded by 
the lather concerns will not have to 
give new security. 
While all the carriers will hereafter 
have to pay for their bonds, the cost 
will not be great.
